~ No: 26.—In exercise of the power conferred by section 6 of the Indian 
Councils Act, 1909 (9: Edw. 7, ch. 4), the Governor-General in Council has, with 
the approval of the Secretary of State for India in. Council, made the following 
amendinents in the Regulations for the nomination and election of Members of the
